Claims 1-3 have been canceled. 

Claim 4 has been amended as follows: 

Claim 4. (Currently Amended) Ordnance comprising an inner wall defining a 
cavity, said cavity filled with explosives material, said explosives material being 
contained in a an elastomeric baa within said cavity, wherein, in an unstretched stated 

state , said bag has a volume that is smaller than that of the explosives cavity of said 
ordnance, wherein, in said unstretched state, the bag has a volume in a range 5% to 
1 0% less than that of the explosives cavity of said ordnance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
know prior art is US 2,373,883 (Ferrel). However Ferrel does not disclose that the 
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elastomeric bag, in its unstretched state, has a volume in the range of 5% to 10% less 
than that of the explosives cavity of the ordnance.
